CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the senate, on the 13th, the greater part of 
the day was passed in the consideration of bills 
on the calendar, quite a number of which were 
passed. The Geary Chinese exclusion bill was 
adversely reported, the senate insisting upon 
its own measure continuing existing laws. Mr. 
Morgan delivered another speech on the silver 
question...... In the house the bill granting tho 
right of way to the Gainesville, Oklahoma & 
Gulf railroad through the Indian territory was 
passed. The remainder of the session was de- 
voted to consideraticn of the naval appropria- 
tion bill, which was still pending when the house 
adjourned. 

In the senate, on the Ith, senate bill extend- 
ing the free delivery system to towns ‘of 5,000 
population was passed. A long and interesting 
debate on a bill to increase the number of 
judges of the court of claims; which brought up 
the question of the expendiency of giving 
judges retiring salaries, occupied the time un- 
tiladjournment...... In the house a debate on 
the resolution to expunge from the Congres- 
sional Record the extracts from the book of 
Henry George, ‘Protection or Free Trade,"* in- 
terjected in the speeches of several democratic 
members, was the incident of the day. The re- 
mainder of the session was devoted to the naval 
appropriation bill. 

THE sevate was not in session on the lith ..... 
In the house nothing whatever in the way of 
legislation was accomplished. Numberless bills 
were reported for the erection of public build- 
ings, and the house then went into committee 
of the whole on the private calendar. The bill 
before the committee was the well-known re- 
lief bill for the heirs of Henry H. and Charlotte 
M. Sibley, which has been before the house for 
the last three weeks on private billday. Not 
being able to make any headway after repeated 
roll-calls for adjournment and two calls of the 
house, it was finally decided to take a recess un- 
til 8 o'clock p. m. for the consideration of 
private pension bills. At the evening session 
but one bill was passed. 

THE senate was not in session on the l6th. ... In 
the house, the naval appropriation bill being 
under consideration, telling speeches in favor of 
the rehabilitation of the navy were made by 
Mr. Fellows, of New York; Mr. Cummings, of 
New York, and Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
while the amendment to build one new cruiser 
was strenuously opposed by Mr, Holman, of In- 
diana; Mr. Watson, of Georgia, and Mr. Baker, 
of Kansas. The bill went over. 

In the senate, on the 18th, the bill to amend 
the circuit court appeals act, and the bill in- 
creasing the number of judges of the court of 
claims from five to seven, were passed. Most 
of the remainder of the day was spent in ex- 
ecutive session over the modus vivendi in Behr- 
ing sea and other matters...... In the house the 
entire day was devoted to the consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill, which was finally 
passed as it came from the committee with the 
exception of the dry dock at Algiers, La., which 
was stricken out ona point of order. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Tue secretary of war, on the 15th, 
telegraphed to Gen. Brooke that while 
the government has no desire to inter- 
fere with the civil processes in any way, 
yet he must protect the Wyoming pris- 
oners now in charge of the military from 
violence. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE BYRNES 
of New York city, on the 15th, issued 
an order to the various police captains 
commanding them to sce that all saloons 
in their precinets are closed Sunday. 
If they are not the captains will be held 
responsible. 

Dr. Dimirrorr, Bulgarian diplomatic 
agent to the porte, has demanded that 
action be taken by Turkey to require 
Russia to give up harboring assassins 
and conspirators against Bulgaria, and 
the sultan was given to understand that 
if Turkey could not or would not pro- 
tect her vassal state the Bulgarians 
would protect themselves. 

It is said that the crisis in the Italian 
ministry was due to the demand made 
by the minister of finance, Signor Co- 
lombo, that the army be reduced from 
twelve to ten corps in order to reduce 
expenses. Both the king and Marquis 
di Rudini object to any reduction of the 
army. 

Capt. A. D. Yocum, of Omaha, Neb., 
who killed Myron Van Fleet, corre- 
spondent of a sensational sheet, for 
slandering his wife and daughter, and 
who was sentenced to one year in the 
penitentiary, has been pardoned by 
Gov. Boyd. 

RicHARD CARROLL, comedian, and 
Josie Sutherland, who were recently 
divoreed, were re-married in Washing- 
ton on the 18th. 

On the 18th the jury in the case of 
Wm. EF. Woodruff, ex-state treasurer of 
Arkansas, charged with embezzling 
state funds and converting them to his 
own use, returned a verdict of not 
guilty. This was the second trial, the 
jury in the first trial, which occurred 
last November, failing to agree. 

On the 18th Chief Engineer M. B. 
Clark, U. S. N.. retired, died in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Clark invented the de- 
flective armor now used on war ships of 
all nations. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 13th the press and corning 
mills of the Moosic (Pa.) Powder Co. 
were blown up, killing five men and in- 
juring twenty others, two of them fa- 
tally. 

On the 14th an anarchist threw two 
bombs into a Holy Thursday parade in 
Cadiz, Spain. Several persons were in- 
jured by the explosion, but more by the 
panic which ensued. 

WHILE the life-saving crew at Bandon, 
Ore., were practicing, on the 13th, their 
boat capsized and Capt. Nelson and 
three of the crew of eight were drowned. 

Dr. EpwarpD CAMPBELL, professor of 
chemistry at the Michigan university at 
Ann Avbor, while making investigations 
in quantitive analysis, lost both eyes by 
the explosion of two bottles filled with 
gas. : 

GOVERNMENT detectives sent to Win- 
ston county, Miss., arrested a whole 
family named Pearson, father and sons, 
for robbing the mails four times during 
the past few weeks. They confessed the 
crime and gave up part of the money 
stolen from mail bags, which amounted 
to about $300. 





Ga., was burned to the ground on the 
15th. Loss, $20,000; insurance, $10,000. 
It contained 150 pupils, all of whom es- 
caped in safety. 

WHILE Eb Conwell was handling a 
rifle ina hardware store at Xenia, Q., 
on the 15th, the weapon was discharged, 
The bullet struck a keg of gunpowder 
and caused it to explode. The front 
end of the building was blown ont. 
Conwell was probably fatally injured. 

At Angle Sola, Spain, while Father 
Marti was celebrating mass on Good 
Friday in the presence of a great 
throng, a man suddenly sprang upon 
him from behind and nearly severed 
his head from his body with a sword. 
The murderer then began shooting 
into the audience, killing one woman 
|and wounding several other persons, 
The assassin escaped but was afterward 
captured. 
| Suort.y after 3 o'clock on the after- 
noon of the 18th the works of the 
American Forcite Powder Co., a short 
distance from the landing station at 
Lake Hopatcong, N. J., blew up and 
seven persons were blown to atoms. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

GERMANY does not intend to propose 
or to listen to any agreements between 
the governments with regard to an- 
archists. It is, on the contrary, of the 
opinion that it is the duty of each goyv- 
sane’ to deal with such crimes by it- 

On the 16th the Newfoundland legis- 
lature rejected a motion to impose a 
tax upon United States vessels obtain- 
ing bait in Newfoundland waters un- 
less Newfoundland fish is admitted free 
of duty into the United States. 

On the 18th the non-union miners of 
Durham, England, about 10,000 in num- 
ber,.resumed work. The men had noth- 
ing to do with the strike, but were 
forced out of employment. 

Ir is stated that the leaders expect 2,- 
000,000 socialists will take part in the 
processions in the different towns of 
France on May day. The authorities 
do not anticipate any disturbances, but 
measures will be taken to suppress 
them should they occur.. 

A REGULARLY-ORDAINED preacher from 
Ohio is confined in the Washington City 
workhouse on a charge of vagrancy. 
His offense was preaching the Gospel 
on the public highways. 

SMALL-Pox germs still linger in New 
York city, six new cases being posted 
at the bureau of contagious diseases on 
the 18th. 

Rerorts from the Crimea state that 
Russia is fortifying Sebastopol in a 
most formidable manner. 

ITALIAN socialists declare they will 
make a show of strength on May day, 
and the authorities of the various Ital- 
ian cities are anxious over the’ outlook, 
and are taking precautions for public 
safety. ; 

It is said that secret trials at Span- 
dau, Prussia, with a carbonic acid rifle 
reservoir have proved very successful. 
It is announced that with one charge 
300 shots can be fired. 


CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 








R. W. Kiteore, of Bascom, Ga., is in 
Montreal, on his way to the northern 
section of the St. Maurice, where he in- 
tends to establish a reserve for the 
breeding of beavers. Kilgore’s father 
has already a similar establishment in 
Georgia, where there are at present 
nearly 245 of these animals. 

R. D. Ban, aged 65, was gored to 
death by a cow at Anniston, Ala., on 
20th. The beast’s horns penetrated his 
abdomen, horribly lacerating and bruis- 
ing his intestines, from the effects of 
which he died almost immediately. 

A Tenrriric wind, bail and rainstorm 
prevailed throughout Arkansas on the 
20th, causing much damage to barns, 
fencing and early vegetables. 

THERE is great excitement among the 
inhabitants of Columbia County, Ark., 
in the vicinity of Buckner, over the dis- 
covery of gold near that place. 

A PITCHED battle aecurred near Anada, 
Minn., on the 17th, between a crowd of 
sports, who were watching a dog fight, 
and a sberiff’s posse. Several men were 
wounded by bullets, but ths sheriff's 
posse finally triumphed. 

A DESPERATE fight between the United 
States authorities and a bend of moon- 
shiners took place on the 18th near Big 
Bay, Ark., in Craighead County, in 
which one of the moonshiners, T. C, 
Bryant, was killed. 

Jonn Lortrvs, of Glean, N. Y., died on 
the 18th at theage of 1ll years. He 
was a veteran of the Crimean war and a 
survivor of Waterloo. He had several 
medals for foreign war service. 

OF ALL the States that have decided 
to build club houses at the World’s Fair, 
Arkansas is the only one that has 
selected a woman architect. Plans for 
the Arkansas building were prepared by 
Miss Jean Loughborough. 

Tne Elyton Land Company, of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., has perfected negotia- 
tions looking tothe sale of the whole 
property to an English syndiiae. The 
sale will include the furnaces, rolling 
mill, dummy lines and all real estate 
and other property valued at $3,000,000. 
The new company proposes to invest 
$10,000,000. 

EXxciTEMENT and terror exist at San 
Antonio, Texas, over the deeds of fire- 
bugs. Incendiary blazes have been of 
nightly occurrence for several weeks, 
and on the the 17th three fires raged 
simultaneously in the business portion, 
with numerous attempts at incendiar 
‘sm in other quarters.

THE MODUS VIVENDI. 


The Agreement Between the United States 
and Great Britain for the Protection of 
the Fur Seals in Behring Sea Pending 
*the Arbitration’ Signed by Sir Julian 
Pauucefote, the British Minister and 

Secretary Blaine. 

WasuHineton, April 19.—An agree- 
ment between the United States and 

Great Britain for a modus vivendi in re- 
lation to the fur seal fisheries in Behr- 

g sea, for the present, was signed 
yesterday morning by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British minister, repre- 
senting the government of her Britan- 
nic majesty, and by James G. Blaine, 
secretary of state. representing the 
government of the United States, This 
important agreement was signed at 11 
o'clock at the residence of Secretary 
Waine. who, owing to the inclement 
weather, did not go to the department. 
‘He at once took it over to the executive 
Mansion and laid it before the presi- 
dent, who in the afternoon transmitted 
it to the senate for its action. 

“The modus ‘is in the form of a supple- 
menatal convention to the treaty of ar- 
bitration recently negotiated and rati- 
fied. The modus vivendi states that 
woth governments will prohibit during 
‘the sealing season the killing of seal in 

that part of the Behring sea lying east- 
ward of the line of demarcation, de- 
scribed in article 1 of the treaty of 1867, 
between the United States and Russia, 
and each government will enjoin its 
cjtizens and vessels to an observance of 
this agreement. 

The United States, it is understood, 
is allowed to kill for the subsistence of 
the natives on the islands of St. Paul 
and St. George 7,500 seals, the same re- 
striction as was made last year, and the 
United States binds itself to observe 
this prohibition. 

The vessels of either the United 
States or Great Britain, or citizens of 
either country, offending against this 
agreement may be seized by cither 
of the high contracting parties, but as 
soon as practicable should be handed 
over to the authorities of the nation to 
which they belong, who shall have 
jurisdiction to try the offenders and 
impose the penalties for the same. 

In general it may be said that the 
document is a renewal of the agree- 
ment of 1891, with the addition of a 
clause providing for the settlement of 
damages sustained by the Canadian 
senlers through the interruption of 

. their business in case the arbitration 
oes against the United States. 

Under this clause, owners of Canadian 
sealing vessels have already begun to 
file their claims with a commission ap- 
pointed to receive and present them. 
But Gen. Foster, the agent of the United 
States, who is preparing the case for the 
government, and Hon. E. J. Phelps, 
counsel, are leaving no point uncovered, 
and will be fully prepared to meet the 
claims on this score in the event that 
they shall ever be pressed for payment. 


THE COTTON OUTLOOK. 


Reports Received from All Parts of the 
Southern States Concerning the Cotton 
Acreage—A Reduction of at Least Sixteen 
Per Cent.—Planting from One to Three 
Weeks Late, Owing to the Wet and Cold 
Weather. 

St. Lovurs, April 19,—The Globe-Demo- 
erat prints the following synopsis of the 
reports of its correspondents in the cot- 
ton states in relation to the acreage for 
the year, planting, ete.: 

On the 22d day of February was printed re- 
ports from correspondents in the southern 
states in regard to the probable decrease in cot- 
ton acreage this season. At that time nothing 
more than an estimate could be made, but from 
the information then obtainable from promi- 
nent planters it appeared to be certain that the 
reduction in acreage as compared with last 
year would be at least 15 per cent., taking the 
cotton territory as a whole. To-day we again 
print reports from our _ correspondents in 
the south. April is the month for plant- 
ing, and this work has so far progressed that it 
was found possible to ascertain the reduction in 
acreage with some degree of exactness, and the 
reports show that the estimate of last February 
was very nearly correct, there being a differ- 
ence of 1 per.cent. only between the estimates 
based on the reports published herewith and 
the estimates of two months ago. To-day’s re- 
ports come from many different. points and 
cover every cotton-growing state of im- 
portance in the south. They were sent 
in response to a circular dated April 1, in- 
structing the correspondents to obtain from 
planters such facts and figures as would enable 
them to make a reliable estimate of the acreage 
in their respective territories as compared with 
last year. Taking the returns for all the states 
there seems to be no doubt that there will be an 
average reduction of at least 16 per cent. This 
is a conservative estimate. In Texas the esti- 
mates of decrease range all the way from 7 to 40 
percent. In Hill county, however, there will 
be an increase of 10 per cent., and a small in- 
crease in the territory tributary to Houston 
covering some six or seven counties. In the 
San Marcos district there is a reduction 
of 25 per cent. in old land, but sufficient 
new land has been broken and plaated 
in cotton to offset this reduction. Jefferson re- 
ports that the acreage will be about the same 
as last year. In the country surrounding Abi- 
line the decrease in acreage, it is stated, will be 
fully 40 por cent., and in the Honey Grove dis- 
trict 30 per cent. These are the extremes. The 
average decrease for the state is 1623 per cent. 
In Arkansas the average decrease is larger—24 
per cent. There are no reports of increased 
acreage, and but two—Little Rock and Forrest 
City—which place the acreage the same as in 
1891. Helena reports a reduction of 10 
per cent. Fort Smith of 35 per cent., and 
Malvern and Paragould of S@per cent. In the 
Pine Bluff district, probably the most impor- 
tant in the state, the acreage has been reduced 
25 per cent. In northwestern Mississippi there 
will be no appreciable reduction, but in other 
parts of the state the acreage will be reduced 
from 15 to 0 per cent., the average for the state 
being 17 percent. In Green county it is said to 
be doubtful if a single bale will be 
raised. The reduction in acreage in Ala- 
bama and Georgia will be less—not over 
10 per cent. In Tennesses the acre- 
age is about the same as last year, and in South 
Carolina there is a reduction of 18 per cent. 
North Carolfma shows the largest uverage de- 
crease—331g per cent.—and the correspondent’s 
estimate ts confirmed by the commissioner of 
agriculture of the state. The decrease in Louis- 
jana 1s about 15 per cent. Corn and small grain 
in all the states will grow where the cotton 

ew last year. Owing to the late spring plant- 

i is from one to three weeks late, except in a 
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few specially favored sections. 





COLUMBUS DAY. 


Message to the Public Schools of Americn 
from the Executive Committee Appointed 
by the Superintendents of Education. 


To the Scholars of the Public Schools of the 

United States: 

The executive committee of the Co- 
lumbian public school celebration sends 
the following message: 

THE SCHOOLS MAY LEAD. 

The 12th of October, 1892, the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of Amer- 
ica, ought to be observed everywhere in 
America. 

The day will be marked in Chicago by 
the dedication of the Columbian exposi- 
tion grounds. The day also may be 
signalized in every town and village in 
the republic by a local celebration of 
which the public school is the center. 

The public schools of the republic 
will form the most fitting centers for 
all these local celebrations. A national 
public school observance simultaneous 
with the Chicago exercises will awaken 
a popular interest in the coming exposi- 
tion. Far more important is the fact 
that the public school has the right to 
occupy the most prominent place in the 
celebration. The public school is the 
one characteristic institution which 
links all neighborhoods together, and 
can thus furnish a common bond for a 
national celebration. The public 
school is the ripe fruit of the four cen- 
turies of American civilization. The 
public school of to-day sways the hun- 
dred years to come. 

HOW It CAME ABOUT. 

The first approvalof this suggestion 
came from the public school scholars 
themselves. When the plan was first 
proposed by The Youth's Companion, 
January, 1891, thousands of letters were 
received, testifying to the enthusiasm 
with which the scholars responded. 

The World’s congress auxiliary of the 
Columbian exposition then took up the 
proposal, calling upon all the people of 
the republic to observe the day in their 
own localities, and suggesting that the 
public schools be every where the centers 
of the celebration. 

The superintendents of education 
were the next to recognize the fitness of 
giving to the public schools the first 
place in this Columbian anniversary. 
At their national convention in Brook- 
lyn in February, 1892, they took charge 
of the movement, and appointed the un- 
dersigned an executive committee to 
lead the schools in their commemora- 
tion. 





APPEAL TO THE SCHOLARS. 

This executive committee now ap- 
peals to the scholars themselves to be 
the tirst to move. It is for you, schol- 
ars of the American public schools and 
in your neighborhoods for this grand 
way of celebrating the finding of 
America. Edueators and teachers will 
meet you from their side. But it is for 
you to begin. 

You will make it succeed if you unite 
to say that it ought tobe done. The in- 
terest of the public will be awakened if 
the scholars join in the earnest request 
that the school be allowed to be the 
center of the day's observance. 

There are thirteen millions now in the 
public schools. You have the chance to 
conduct a patriotic movement which 
will have a place in history, and will 
strengthen the republic through the 
coming century. 

WHAT TO DO. 

The first thing to do is to determine, 
when you read this message, that you 
will do all you can to induce your school 
to enter the celebration. Then show 
this message to your teachers; every 
patriotic teacher will be glad to help 
you if you show yourselves in earnest. 
Take the message to the school commit- 
tee and the superintendent; their con- 
sent and aid are indispensable. 

After you secure the support of all 
these, then let the school vote that it 
will enter the celebration. 

The next thing after this public vote 
will be the appointment of a strong 
committee to take the charge. This 
committee should be made up jointly 
from scholars, teachers and friends, of 
the school. The committee should in 
all cases be made up of those who are 
most in earnest, so that the work may 
not be checked by any possible change 
of teachers during the summer. 

THE PROGRAMME, 

A programme of exercises will be fur- 
nished by the executive committee. It 
will be simple and adapted to any 
school, yet so arranged that more elab- 
orate exercises may be added wherever 
desired.

The’ local press 
will be the most valuable’ of all sup- 
ports; and the earliest effort of your 
local committee should be’ to enlist its 
sympathy and request ita co-operation.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Col. Hill on Cotton. 

Col. Napoleon Hill, a well-known 
cotton broker and commission merchant 
of Memphis, Tenn., while in St. Louis 
recently said to a Globe-Democrat re- 
porter: 

“Of course the acreage will be greatly re- 
duced,"’ he said. “I am willing to make that 
prediction But how great the reduction will 
be no one can say. Parties entering our office 
in Memphis answer our inquiries very differ- 
ently. 'A well-posted gentleman from one lo- 
cality will say that the acreage will be fully as 
great as itever was, while another gertleman 
from a different locality will feel sure ‘hat the 
acreage will be cut down fully, one-ialf. A 
month from now we can tell with comparative 
certainty, as most of it will then be planted, 
but at present I do not feel -willing to hazard 
an opinion. The coming year's decr>ase in 
acreage may be 10 per cent., or it may be two 
or three times that amount.” 

“Yes, he added to a question, “there is a 
strong feeling of hope through the south that 
there will be less cotton and more home sup- 
plies raised, but many who are in debt will 
raise cotton, as in their opinion the easiest way 
to pay ont, and some even go so far as to say 
‘it takes twice as much cotton now to support 
us as it once did, and so we will raise twice as 
much.’ These last are fewand their acreage 
not large, however, and so the reports hereto- 
fore published by the Globe-Democrat fairly 
represent the situation through the south as to 
the probable acreage and the certainty of re- 
duction.” 

“What do you think of the condition of tlhe 
market?" was asked. 

“Of course I am pleased to note the improv»- 
ment,’’ was the reply, ‘and there is a much 
better feeling than is even apparent.’ 

“What is the cause of this changed conai- 
tion?" 

“It is at least twofold. In the first place, t.a 
slight stringency of affairs, and consequent dis- 
couragement, resulted in a feeling of temporary 
depression, which ran prices down lower than 
there was any reason for. Asa result, a certaio 
rebound was not only natural, but unavoidable. 
In the second place, there was a mistaken idea 
astothe past year’acrop. It has been every- 
where admitted to bs about 9,250,000, whereaa, 
at present, it appears 8,250,000 will be nearer 
the figure, and possibly 8,000,600 may cover thea 
amount. The feeling that fotlows this evidences 
of a previous overestimate is beginning to show 
itsslf in the markets.” 

“No,” he concluded, ‘though I would like to 
give a closer estimate onthe future acreage of 
cotton, lam not willing to makea guess ona 
matter regarding which there is so much pres- 
ent uncertainty. The acreage will be decidediy 
reduced, but how much no one can tell just

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The New 
York delegation of colored men sent to 





Washington to memorialize the presi- | 
dent in regard to the outrages perpe- | 


trated upon the negroes of the south, 
arrived at 8 o’clock, and were entertain- 
ed at breakfast by Frederick Douglass 
and William E. Matthews. 

The delegation was introduced ta 
President Harrison at 10 o’clock by the 
Hon. John R. Lynch, the fourth auditor 
of the treasury. 

Dr. William B. Derrick of New York 
city, stated the purpose of the delega- 
tion to the president and presented res- 
olutions which were adopted at the re- 
eent mass meeting at Cooper union. 

In his reply President Harrison ex- 
plained just how far he could exercise 
his authority under the constitution, 


stating very clearly the difference be- 
tween state and Federal authority in 
regard to crimes committed in any par- 
ticular state. The New Orleans lynch- 
ing matter was taken as an example. 

Mr. Harrison advised the delegation 
te collect in detail facts concerning the 
lynchings in the south fora year and 
present them to him and to the public 
press, and said that upon these facts he 
would assist as far as be could in cre- 
ating a public sentiment against the 
lawless methods of punishment ef col- 
ored men in the south.

POLITICAL EFFECTS. 


Republicans Have Gained by the Later 
Course of Events. 

Events of the last few weeks have 
altered the political situation more than 
anyone could have expected. Postpone- 
ment of the Bland bill without a direct 
vote would have saved democrats from 
some loss of votes at the east, but would 
have hurt them at the south and west. 
Passage of the Bland bill by the hottse 
would have made a sharp issue on its 
defeat in the senate or by a veto, and 
helped democrats much in allianes 
states, but would have cost them heav- 
ily at the east. With its unlimited ge- 
nius for blundering the democratic 
party appears to have found for itself a 
more damaging course than either. 

The sharp fight in the house, the in- 
tense passion kindled, and the refusal 
of Speaker Crisp to bring the billtoa 
final vote after he had given most dis- 
tinct assurances that he would do so, 
have made it inevitable that the ques- 
tion will enter more largely into the 
coming campaign than it would if the 
bill had been postponed without a direct 
vote, or passed and killed by a veto. 
Inside the democratic party bitter and 
vindictive feeling will affect the choice 
of candidates for congressmen and for 
president. When either side has pre- 
vailed in a nomination this burning 
question will make it impossible to get 
together the entire vote of the party for 
the candidate. The alliance voters will 
hold Mr. Cleveland and his friends and 
Speaker Crisp responsible for the defeat 
of silver in the house, and it is not easy 
to say how far the third-party move- 
ment at the south may go, or how much 
it may cost the democrats. 

It is the impression of some that the 
result in the house will render Mr. 
Cleveland's nomination more likely. 
If democrats had no passions, no selfish 
interests, and were content to be moved 
like wooden pawns on a chess board, 
even then it would be a doubtful calcu- 
lation whether the chance of carrying 
New York, where the Hill machine con- 
trols. weighs more than the chance of 
losiag Indiana and some _ southern 
states where the frenzy for free coinage 
is strong. Practical business men of 
the cast will not find Mr. Cleveland, 
wita a democracy behind him over- 
whelmingly for free coinage. more safe 
to be trusted than a republican presi- 
dent and party. For many business 
men, too, this is made a burning ques- 
tion, because the fact that the bill lies 


over until next winter, with an assured ! 


majority then, will affect business cal- 
culations throughout the year. Proba- 
bly it would have affected fewer votes 
had the Bland bill been definitely 
killed. 

Mr. Hill gains nothing. He has the 
silver question at the front, but the 
savage feeling within the party makes 


it bighly probable that in convention, | 


whether he has many or few votes at 
the start, he will never obtain the 
requisite two-thirds. That he ean no 
longer count upon the vote of New 
York the town elections show, and as 
u Siiver candidate his defeat would be 
certain. But the party will not find it 
an easy matter to discover any candi- 
date known to the silver people to be 
absolutely and unwaveringly on their 
side, and yct not so known as to lose 
the votes of eastern states and of busi- 
ness men in western and southern 
cities. Millions of voters will insist 
upon knowing, before they vote this 
year, whether a man can be counted 
upon for a veto or not. 

The republicans have gained more 
than they had reason to expect. They 
have demonstrated opce more that un- 
der democratic rule even a clear major- 
ity of the house is powerless to do busi- 
ness. They have startled and delighted 
the business world by taking command 
of 2 house more than two-thirds demo- 
cratic, and defeating a measure danger- 
ous to the country. They have forced 
their opponents to record themselves 
twice on the naked motion to kill the 
Bland bill, and yet can state with 
abundant democratic authority that 
about twenty of the democrats who 
voted against the bill at that ‘time will 
vote for it next winter. Even with the 
silver producers the republicans have 
gained, by powerfully impressing their 
conviction that nothing more can be 
done by this nation, without interna- 
tional conference and agreement, to 
raise the price of silver. On the whole, 
the lust fortnight has rendered repub- 
lican success altogether more probable. 
—N. Y. Tribune. 


THEY STAND CONFESSED. 


let Democrats Take the Responsibility 
of Their Folly. 

The democrats are driven to distrac- 
tion. The very power which they pos- 
sess has become a burden and a snare. 
The gun which they fire has greater 
force at the breech than at the muzzle.

The 
fraudulent free coinage isste was 
pressed to the front, and threats both 
loud and deep filled the air asto the 
dire consequences that were to involve 
the republican party in ruin and dis- 
grace.

Confidence has been sup- 
planted by abject fear, and to-day the 
democratic hordes are preparing for 
the least possible disgraceiul and de- 
structive retreat and discomfiture. 

The democratic press all over the 
country is urging the democratic ma- 
jority to withdraw and postpone the 
fraudulent free coinage of silver meas- 
ure as the only means of tempering, if 
not of preventing, the threatening and 
rapidly approaching overthrow of the 
democratic control of national legisla- 
tion, and the withering popular con- 
demnation of democratic frauds and 
fallacies at the polls next November. 

Too late, gentlemen; the issue is be- 
fore the country. ‘The people have 
studied the question in all its bearings, 
and the democratic party will have to 
stand or fall according to the fate of

HILL’S EXTREME RETICENCE, 


Tie Ie a Man Without Definite Ideas or 
Principles. 

Hili has accomplished the difficult 
feat of going on a delegate-hunting 
tour through several states, making a 
large number of speeches, two of them 
long ones, and leaving everybody just 
as much in the dark as before as to his 
political convictions. No one can tell 
any better now than before whether he 
is for or against free silver coinage; or 
thinks it good or bad party policy to 
press this question now. No one 
knows what kind of or how much tariff 
reform he favors. He has told no one 
whether he would be content to have 
the McKinley bill repealed and then 
stop, leaving the tariff of 1883 perma- 
nently in force, or whether he would 
repeal the McKinley bill only as a step 
to greater reforms. So with the Sher- 
man bill—he wants that repealed; but 
is that all the silver legislation he 
wants? Who knows? Upon the vital 
issues which are dividing his party, and 
separating it from the republicans. he 
shows reticence of a rare order. He 
can brag about the democratic past and 
condemn republicans; he can beg for 
unity in his party and extol its con. 
stitution, but he cannot *xpress him- 
self plainly npon the questicas in which 
the people of the country are most in- 
terested. 

This is the impression hi: ‘*peeches 
will probably leave where th:y were 
delivered, an impression that will be 
deepened as the full reports are read in 
cold blood. The southern democeats 
are anxious to know what manner cé

;} more closely they do it the worse for 


| Hill, for the study will but reveal more 
iclearly their emptiness. An examina- 
tion of their literary style may suggest 
some interesting possibilities. Be- 
tween the construction and style of the 
speech delivered at Jackson and the 
one at Birmingham there is a marked 
| difference. If they had been composed 
| by different men the contrasts would 
{hardly have been greater. They cer- 
| tainly are formed on different models; 
and it would add to the senator's repu- 
tation as a speaker if he would here- 
after follow the Birmingham model. 
and not that of his Elmira, Albany and 
Jackson utterances. It would be good 
policy, too, not to repeat the blunder he 
made in Birmingham of boasting over 
the situation in New York. When he 
said that it would follow from the com- 
ing redistricting of the state that “You 
have seen the last of the republican 
legislatures in the Empire state,” he 
forgot that the redistricting boards in 
the larger part of the state were con- 
trolled by republicans. He ought not te 
have reminded his audience of that 
fact, nor that this republican contro! 
has been obtained since he captured the 
mid-winter convention. One other re- 
mark about New York politics is 
shrewder, if sincere. He pledged ‘‘New 
York’s electoral vote to the democratic 
candidate.” This is a definite pledge 
that Hill will support Cleveland if he 
|is nominated. The chances are per- 
haps even that he will be called on to 
redeem that pledge. 

When these southern de mocrats come 
to ask themselves why Hill did not pro- 
claim his convictions on the silver and 
other live questions in which they are 
vitally interested, they will be bothered 
to find an answer creditable to the dele- 
gate seeker. There are two probable 
answers to the question, and these 
| southerners may take their choice. It 
may be that he has no convictions; it 
may be that he has them, but hasn't 
the courage of them, fearing lest he 
offend one wing or the other of his 
party. The alternative is awkward, 
but no one is to blame for that but Hili 
himself.—Springfield Republican.
